, who talk.s with inncli interest on any 
snhjeet. prestmt or past, with which 
she is familiar. Her father taught the 
first sehool in tlie Xewhiirg eommunity, 
settling in that vicinity in 187.*l. After 
many years in Comanche, during which 
time he assistiHl In the organization of 
mimy liaptist chnrclu»s in this section, 
Mr. Harris moved to Dublin, where he 
assi.sfetl In laying out that town and In 
developing it. Some twenty or thirty- 
five years ago he went to Palo Pinto 
county and largely laid out and built 
the town of Mingus. He died about 
fifteen years ago at that place. 
Mrs. Travis told a most interesting 
bit of unpnblished history abont James 
Bowie, the hero oi the Alamo, and her 
husband’s father, the latter havU\g 
b e ^ a brother of that great WUIIam 
Travis who perished with his men in
